Aged And Infirm Monarch Ruled 
Nation Through Three 
War 8- 


Belgrade, Jugo-Slavia, 
Aug. 17— 
King Peter, of Servia, died yesterday. 
King Peter, 70 years old, white-hair­ 
ed, deaf, ill 
from the infirmities 
of 
age, and suffering from the wounds of 
three or more wars, relinquished 
the 
cares of State in 1919, when his second 
son, Crown Prince Alexander, succeed­ 
ed him and 
became ruler of the new 
State of Jugo-Slavia. He then declar­ 
ed: 
“ My beloved Servia is now' free, and 
its future, I believe, W'ill be great. My 
work is over. 
I desire only the con­ 
tinued affection 
and devotion of my 
dear people and, 
finally, a grave on 
Servian noil.” 
Despite his age, King Peter, present­ 
ed one of the most courageous figures 
of the w'nr. 
On the day 
that Servia 
rejected the Austrian demands, Peter 
renounced his temporary abdication of 
the throne ami 
placed himself once 
more at the head of the country. 
He 
was even then 
almost sightless 
and 
hard of hearing, and was under con­ 
stant care of a physician. 
Stayed With Army Until End 
When 
the fortunes of 
war turned 
against the Servians he remained with 
his 
armies till 
practically the 
last 
units had been driven from the coun­ 
try. 
He 
then 
effected 
an 
escape 
through Albania and went to Saloniki, 
where he presided over the reorganiza­ 
tion of his forces. 
Afterward he went 
bo Corfu, where he established head­ 
quarters, und took an active part 
in 
the direction of his nomadic Govern­ 
ment . 
Forced from 
his capital, Belgrade, 
and thence from Nish by the advanc­ 
ing army of the Central Powers 
in 
1915, his country laid waste by fire 
and shell, Peter lived to return to Ser­ 
via undtenguge 
actively 
in the reor­ 
ganization and 
reconstruction of his 
domains. 
From the beginning of the 
conflict, the aged King encouraged his 
troops and people, despite the most de­ 
pressing reverses and on several occa­ 
sions personally led the Serbs into 
battle.
